March, 1933 (About $92 under the 
New Deal). 
He concludes that 
boy bom this year will still tie 
contributing in 
his 
thirty-fifth 
year to pay off the amazing 
ac­ 
cumulation of debt so far incur­ 
red during the 
depression.

Waltman warns that the average 
man in the street

“As an 'average m an’

LEAVING A LITTLE MILK 
NOT BAD FOR THE COWS 
“Stripping’’ is one chore 
that 
the dairym an short of help may 
omit, says the Bureau of 
Dairy 
Industry. 
It has been a common 
belief that lack of proper “strip 
ping” would cause the cows to go 
dry more rapidly, lower the but- 
terfat percentage of the milk, and 
possibly affect the health of the 
cow. 
A complete lactation test 
was 
conducted by 
scientists 
of 
the 
Bureau in whidb an average of 1.2 
pounds of milk was left in 
the 
udder after each milking. Not only 
were all of the old beliefs 
dis­ 
proved but about half the milk 
left in the udder was recovered 
at the next milking. 
If all of the 1.2 pounds left in 
the udder had been lost for each 
of the 480 milkings 
during 
the 
lactation period, there would have 
been a difference of 576 pounds in

true, although the character

bearing of the m an

one Richardo R anilby came, about 
1870, to the rolling prairie lands 
of tl e Platte Purchase:

Atchison and Nodaway and stock­ 
ed them with five thousand white- 
faced cattle; that he apparently

In 
stock cars were eighty huge oxen, 
four to each Schooner, and in two 
hay-laden box cars rode the driv­ 
ers, half-breeds who knew oxen 
and adobe.

LEAVING A LITTLE 5IILK 
NOT BAD FOR THE COWS 
"Stripping" is one chore 
that 
the dairym an short of help may 
omit, says the Bureau of 
Dairy 
Industry. 
It has been a common 
belief that lack of proper ".strip­ 
ping” would cause the cows to go 
dry more rapidly, low er the but- 
terfat percentage of the milk, and 
possibly affect the health of the 
cow. 
A complete lactation test 
was 
conducted by 
scientists 
of 
the 
Bureau in whidh an average of 1.2 
pounds of milk was left in 
the 
udder after each milking. Not only 
were all of the old beliefs 
dis­ 
proved but about half the milk 
left in the udder was recovered 
at the next milking. 
If all of the 12 pounds left in 
the udder had been lost for each 
of the 480 milkings 
during 
the 
lactation period, there would have 
been a difference of 576 pounds in 
favor of the cows "stripped” com­ 
pletely. 
The test showed 
how­ 
ever only 306 pounds more 
per 
cow. 
Thus, the 
scientists 
con­ 
cluded that 270 pounds, or 47 per 
cent of the total left in the udder, 
was recovered. 
For every hour spent in strip ­ 
ping, 59 pounds of milk was ob­ 
tained. 
As a result of the 
test 
the dairym an may conclude for 
himself whether or not the extra 
time required for stripping 
will 
pay. 
If he has plenty of time and 
is short of milk then he should 
get the “last drop." But if he is 
short of help he may omit strip ­ 
ping without harm to the cow. 
Ordinarily, 
enough 
additional 
milk will be obtained to pay for 
the labor of stripping.
